Brice, Seney, Thomas & Co., the leadirg spirits 
of the East Tennessee, Virvinia and Georgia sys- 
tem are endeavoring, itis said, to purchase the Er- 
lauger roads,and add them to theiralready large 
system. Mr. Briceand someothers who are largely 
inierested in the E. T., V. and G. have gone to 
Kurope forthe purpose of opening negotiations 
with the Alabama, New Orleaus, Texas and Pa- 
cific railroad company, of London, which 
company owns 51 per cent of the capital stock of 
the Cincinnati, New Orieuns and Texas Pacific com. 
pany. the lessees of the Cincinnati Southern road. 
fhe London company also owns the Alabama 
Great Southern, Vicksburg and Meridian, Vicks. 
burg, Shreveport and Pacific and New Orieanpsand 
Nortbeas.ern roacs, wahich compose, with the Cin- 
cinpati Southern, the Erlanger system. 

It was learned yesterday that President Scott, of 
ihe Cincinnati, New Orieans and Texas Pacific, is 
to sail for Evgland this sprivug,which gives color to 
the rumor that has been circulating about regard- 
ing the movements of the Seney party. 

The Cincinuatl southern is of course only leased 
by the Cinciunati, New Orleans and Texas Pacifie 
company, and the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia people would be obliged to assume the 
same obligations to the city as the preseut leseees 
assumed uuder their contract. 

The purchase of the holdings of the London peo 
ple would give the Kast Tennessee, Virgivia aod 
Georgia people the controliiug interest in the Cin- 
cinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific company. : 
The minority holders of stock bere Would proba- 
bly uot kick at the change, as the dividends which | 
ihey would draw would not et any rate be smaller 
than thore they have been receiving,and they might 
possibly be larger. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia system 
elready has a mileage of 3,756 miles, including the 
Richmoud-.and Danville aud the lines leased and 
operated by it. The Erlanger sysiem has a mileage 
of 1147 miles, which if secured by the seney peo 
pie wouid make the mileege of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia system 4,953 miles, or by 
lopg odds the largest system south of the Ohio riv- 
er, and the only rival road that 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
would have of any great importance would be 
the Louisville and Nashville The East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia, by the purchase of the Er- 
langer roads and the securing of the Cincinnati 
Southern, wouid gain an entrance to this city, and 
ihus secure direct connections to the west, north- ! 
west and east, and add greatly to. the earnihg ca- 
pacity of the East Tennessee, Virginiaand Georgia 
sys'em, and it is Well known that Brice & Co, have 
long desired an entrance into Cincinnati, and at 
one time were negotiating fur the purchase of the 
Kentucky Central.

Tri} MEXICAN TREATY. 

By a close jiwo-thirds’ vote the Mexican 
commercial treaty was ratified by the senate. 
It may not however go into effect this year, 
because it was passed with the provision that 
eongress shall first pass laws to carry it out. 
This was done as a concession to the house as 
the revenue-originating body. Whether the 
house will during this session make the 
changes in the tariff called for by the treaty, 
can not now be safely predicted. The at- 
tempt to pass such a bill would be apt to lead 
toalong tariff debate, and it is therefore 
thought that noaction on the treaty will be 
taken until the short session meets. 

The treaty admits twenty-eight classes of 
Mexican articles free of duty, but nearly all 
of these classes are already on the free list, 
the important exceptions being low-grade 
sugar, leaf tobacco and hemp. The treaty may 
be terminated at the end of six years by 
either country, and it is not probable that in 
that time Mexico will be able to make a con- 
siderable surplus of any one of the three ar- 
ticlesnzamed. Heretofore she has 
enough sugar tosupply home demands. 

In return Mexico agrees to admit free of 
duty seventy-three classes of articles. . The 
more important of these classes are machin- 
ery, agricultural implements, railway equip- 
ments, steam engines, road vehicles, pumps, 
tools, water pipes, bricks, . tiles,

The jury were out until 
iate at night, anumber being in favor of im- 
prisonment for life, but finally returned a 
verdict of guilty without recommendation. 
Freeman was sentenced to be hanged. 
A motion for a new ria! 
was made, which was heard before Judge 
Branham, Judge Stewart having returned to 
his circuit. The motion was overruled and 
the case was carried to the supreme court 
where the judgment of the court below was 
affirmed, and at the January adjourned term 
of Floyd superior court Freeman was sen- 
tenced to be bung on March 2Ist. 

A strong petition was presented to Govyer- 
nor McDaniel, asking that the sentence be 
commuted to imprisonment for life. The peti- 
tion was signed bv Judge Stewart, who tried 
the case; by Judge Branham and Judge 
Herris, of the city court, by seven members 
of the jury which. convicted him; and Solic- 
itor General Wright stated that ‘“‘public 
sentiment and pubiic justice would be satis 
hed with the commutation.”

rived from athorough examination of the 
testimony in the case, that while he is tech- 
nically guilty of the offense charged, there 
was n0 real purpose to kill, the homicide 
resulting trom a sudden quarrel, 
and there being no evidence 
of previous ill feeling between the parties, 
and the instrument beinga shovel with which 
he was working at the time, and whereas the 
judge who presided at the trial and the judge 
who denied the motion fur new trial and the 
solicitor general who prosecuted the case, as 
well as ail the officials both of the county of 
Floyd and the city of Rome, bave recom: 
mended the commutation of the sentence in 
the strongest terms, stating in substance that 
they entertain the opinion hereinbefore ex- 
pressed of the circumstances attending the

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DEATH OF MISS DUNWODY., 


A Lady Who Has Devoted Her tulfe to Deeds of 
Charity Passes from Earth.

She was born in MeIntosh county and was 
the daughter of Colonel James Duanwody, a 
prominent planter in that section of the gtate., 
She was the sisterin-law of the Rev. John 
Jones, of Atlanta.

Miss Mary Dunwody always took the great- 
est interest in the benevolent home of 
Atlanta, and from its very beginning te the 
day of her death her interest never abated nor 
her energy never lagged in the interest of 
thatinstitution. A reporter of THE CONSTITU- 
TION Was at the beuevelent home yesterday, 
and on the matron making the death of Miss 
Dunwody known to its inmates, they seemed 
to think they had lost adear friend. Particu- 
lariy was this trae of one,a Mr. Price, who 
has had the toes of both feet cut olf and who 
is unable to walk. He seemed to be a particu-

In January <Miss Dunwody suffered from 
a severe attack of pneumonia, which left her 
ina very enfeebied condition.

Councilman Longley said: “This whole 
matter has been referred to the waterworks 
committee and the waterworks commission, 
but the two bodies have never been able to 
have a joint session. However, from conver- 
sations with the commissioners [ am inclined 
to think they will not concur. I think my- 
self that we bad better make the trade. 
Something bas got to be done. The present 
system is too short. Anew main must be 
built, and I hardly think wecan give the 
canal company five years to complete . the 
work,”’ 

Councilman Van Winkle said, ‘‘Five years 
are too many. In the next five years we 
will grow more thanin any past five years. 
I think, however, if the canal would begin 
work at this end within the year and erect 
their two reservoirs and let us fill them from 
our present system we couid get along, but as 
itis we cay’t.”’ 

Councilman Haiman though the canal 
company ought to be obligated to give the 
city water in six months, 

The rules were by motion suspended, and 
Colonel Frobel was heard from. The colonel 
said: ‘‘l am ready to answer any questions 
put tome. This company was organized in 
Ik88l. Mr. English was then mayor of the 
city. He came to my office and asked 
me about the surveys made by 
the United States government with 
a view to building the cana!, I gave him all 
the information he desired ‘with pleasure. 
He then said he believed the day would 
come when the canal would be built. Sub- 
sequently he told me that several other gen- 
tlemen in Atlanta thought as 
he did.

The colonel continued his 
remarks, showing the fall, the rapidity of 
the currentand the construction of the canal. 
He declared that the water would not be 
muddy, : 

Councilman Gray favored the canal, but he 
Wanted the city to be secure in 
surrendering its right to the 
waterworks. He sudmitted an 
amendment to the committe’s report looking 
to a security of the city’s right.
